| of their Service for breach of their Truſt, who were Men of Expenſive Lives, took upon them 

to be Perſons under a Publick Character, and as ſuch, without any Commiſſion from His Majeſty 
* aſſumed a Chargeable Equipage, and addrefled themſelves to the Great 4ogul's Court to make a 
* Treaty of Commerce, and procure a Phirmaund for the New Company, as they called the /zter- 
' lopers. By.the charge of which Attempr and the weight of their own great Debts before con- 
| tracted, they were reduced to ſuch Neceſſities, as diſabled them from making any returns of 


| the ſaid Cargoe. 


The faid Company have likewiſe been informed, That if the faid Boxcher, and the reſt,had 
been in any condition to luad the faid Ship with the returns of her Cargoe, ſhe might have come 
out of Surrat River while the Kings Ship Phenix was on a Voyage to Muſcat, as well as after 
* the Phenix was come away for England, as the China Merchant did. 


The Company have alſo been informed, That the Judges of Admiralty appointed by His 
Majeſty's Commiſſion, as well as by the Company, did according to their duty condemn the Ship 
Adventure, and make demand of her from the Governour of Szrrat to the uſe of his Majeſty and 
the Company, but have not heard that ſhe was delivered by the faid Governour, nor any part

The Company have further heard, That Captain Goodlad died of a Lingering Feaver, and 
that Mr. Perrir, one of the Petitioners Factors was taken in an Eaft-India builr Ship by the . 
Sangana's (being Native Pyrates) his Ship blown up, and himſelf wounded, of which wounds
